ARLY concepts of in- 
fertility have almost 
laid the “blame” upon 
woman, In Old Testament 
writings ono sces frequent 
references to barren women. 
Only in recent years has the 
realisation been reached 
that infertility may reside 
in the -male at least as fre- 
quently as in the female, 


It should be recognised from 
the outact that infertillty has no 
relationship to abillty to per- 
form the sexual act. Infertility 
depends on the = availability of 
living ova in the woman and 
sperm in the man and condl- 
tlons In which the sex cells may 
meet and merge, 


In the woman there must be 
a regular maturing of an ovum 
and its unimpeded passage 
through the Fallopian tubes in- 
te the uterus. There {t must be 
{nyplanted and nourished so that 
lo may grow. Any interference 
with this regular monthly cycle 
may lead to dallure of concop- 
tlon, In the male, similar condl- 
tions exist, There must be the 
production of Living sperm and 
the ability to place it within the 
woman's body so that it may 
meet and fertillse an ovum, Any 
Interference with this may also 
result In aterility, 


Many Factors 


The causes of sterility in both 
man and woman include local 
and general physical conditions, 
and psychic factors, The local 
conditions such os the produc- 
tion of Hving sex cells may de- 
end on the geheral health. 
xtreme degrees of malnutrition 
are often accompanied by 
sterility, und It ts quite possible 
that even minor dietary de- 
ficlencies may tower = fertility 
appreciably. 


The endocrine or. internal se- 
erections in both man and 
woman vitally affect the sex 
glands, und = deficiencies here 
muy ‘account — for . infertility. 
Locally, thery may be obstruce 
tlons due to to irillammotory 
conditions and their aftermath 
which prevent tho reproductive 
cells of elther sex from meeting. 
Finatly, there may be psychic 
Incompatibility as  indlcateg by 
the fuct that on opparently 
sterlle pair may, upon separa- 
tien anc) remarzinge, on in cx- 
framarital situations, both prove 
fertile with other partner.

Seymour takes his force to the 
viginity of Conton—His Exctl- 
Iency Insixting, we are told, on 
a face to face conversation with 
the Governor General himself. 


According to current belief 
Mr Parkes was not fustified in 
the course he pursued; — nor 
hos the action of Commodore 
Elliot tn making, or attempting 
to make, reprisals since, been 
such as to ellcit applause. These 
polnis, however, have no more 
1o do with the main cause at 
issue than had the selzure of 

plum in 1839 with the war 
which followed. Now, as then, 
we have many and great gricv- 
ances demanding redress. The 
Hwang chukee murders have 
never been properly atoned for; 
and to this day it s dangerous 
for on Englishman to go near 
that hated village. In fact, the 
right’ secured to us by treaty of 
a day's travel to any part of 
the country, Is exercised with 
a caution bordering on oa 
not unreasonable timidity — 
whilst the Convention concluded 
by Sir John Davis in .1847—par- 
{ieularly the right of ingress to 
the City—remains unfulfilled.
